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New hopes for A303 upgrade 


SOMERSET County Coun¬ 
cil has started talks with 
the Government in a bid 
to restart interest in a 
multi-million pound up¬ 
grade of the A303. 

Plans to make the entire 
92-mile length of this 
major trunk road a dual 
carriageway have repeat¬ 
edly foundered on the ex¬ 
pense of any scheme. 

But Chancellor George 


Osborne said in his Au¬ 
tumn Statement that he 
will commit £5 billion to 
funding future major 
building schemes. 
Somerset County Council 
leader, Cllr Ken Maddock, 
said he has "renewed op¬ 
timism" about prospects 
for a bid after a meeting 
last week with Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron. 
"David Cameron asked a 


group of county council 
leaders if they had major 
infrastructure plans, for 
schools, bridges, hospi¬ 
tals, that sort of thing in 
their area," said Council¬ 
lor Maddock. 

"George Osborne has also 
made it clear that big 
projects will get a hearing 
with the Government - 
and top of my agenda is 
the dualling of the A303. 
We will try to convince 
the Government that the 
road is vitally important 
to business and jobs, not 
just in Somerset but 
along its full length." 

Cllr Maddock confirmed 
he has held talks with 
MEPs, MPs, leaders and 
chief executives of local 
authorities all along the 
route, from Hampshire to 
Cornwall, and had full 
support for his ambition. 

Chairman of the Heart 
of the South West LEP, 
Tim Jones, said: "For too 
long the fragile commu¬ 
nications links of the far 
South West have relied 
upon the M5 corridor. 

"The recent major tragic 
crash underlines how dis¬ 
ruptive any break in this 
link can be and how vital 
therefore it is to open up 
a second route by rein¬ 
forcing the A30/A303 cor¬ 
ridor."

"We phoned the adoption team 
to find out more and we decided to 
move forward with the process.

Failing to take proper care 
to clear windscreens can 
have serious consequences 
not just for drivers, but for 
pedestrians and other road 
users too." 

If motorists do not wait 
for the whole windscreen 
to clear and instead drive 
with just a small 'porthole' 
of visibility ahead they can 
face a driving ban. 


An Essex police 
spokesperson said: "Failing 
to clear your windscreen of 
ice or frost constitutes care¬ 
less driving, and would be 
punishable with points on 
your licence and a fine. The 
exact penalty is dependent 
on the circumstances and 
severity of the offence com¬ 
mitted, and would be de¬ 
cided in a criminal court."
